Rossies Heats ‘ 


Where to keep honey is a snbject 
that interests the consemer as wel} as 
the. producer. The oft-repeated a1- 
rice, “keep ina cool dry place,” is 
goed, bat, during the summer, most 
wople have to choose between a cool, 
damp place, and a dry, warm place. 
It it is kept in a damp place it is li 
able tosour; and if a part of it has 
not been capped, itis very 
become thin and sour. If kept ina 
warm, dry place, it will remain “as 
good as new” fora long time. We 
have kept it for a year on top of the 
kiteher cupboard, and not more than 
eight feet from the steve. It ig 
moisture, and not heat, that causes 
honey to sour. I think Ihear some 
inquisitive morta! say: “If that is 
ao, why do they talk ofa cool place at 
a rell, souring is only one of 
the troubles with which we have ft? 

mtend. When the honey is 
off the hives, there is apt to be 
roi the « gus of the wax moth ati king 
about the edges of the comba; and it 
any of the combs contain even a few 
eclls of bee bread, some of the egus 
are pretty sure to be there. Now, it 
the honey is kept in a cool place, it 
ought to be examined 
weeks after it 1s taken off the hive;, 
and ifthere isany white dast like 
flour on any part of the combs, or on 
the bottom ot the box, there is sure- 
ly “mischief brewing.” And it re. 
quires prompt treatment. Pet the 
honey boxes, with all holes open, in 
one end of adry goods bex,. and 
burn some sulphur in the ether end, 
covering the box closely. The quan 
tity of sulphur should be proportion 

ed to the aizw of the. box. 
ahs bushel box, about a half onnee 
(a sinall tablespoonful) of sulplar 
will be requ rea. The box should be 
tolerab!y filed with smoke for
